The first was Man- 
sour Farhang who was enrolied in my American 
Foreign Policy class at UC . Santa Barbara, in 1964 
Dr Farhang is now a CSUS professor advising the 
Iranian Embassy. in Washington, OC. He was 
misidentified on national television Friday evening 
as second in command at that embassy, but was able 
to make clear his abhorrence at what students have 
done at the American Embassy in Tehran. | have

Rational vs. nationalist responses 


There is little question that a campaign, ap- 
proaching mass hysteria, is being developed by 
government officials in conjunction with the press 
This campaign is nominally directed against 
Iranians, both inside and outside the Linited States 
Some government officials have gone so far as to 
suggest the atomic bombjng of Iran We are obser- 
ving the beginning of a period similar to the nativist 
outburst following World War |. Then the target of at- 
tack, again orchestrated by the government and 
press with support by the business community, was 
the most umm grant groups, Eastern 
Europeans. Central to that campaign was anti 
Americanism which was equated with Catholicism 
it was a period in which various fascist 
organizations. such as the Ku Kiux Kian, were given 
government protection to unleash a reign of terror 
directed against large segments of the US 
population 

People are taking and will take sides on this par- 
ticular issue. It is important that before being in- 
fluenced by “conventional wisdom” as disseminated 
by the press. peopie attempt to develop a position 
based upon rationality rather than a nationalist - 
based emotion appeal Let us consider the 
following 

1) The shah was put into power following a U.S 
Government overthrow of a duly and 
constitutionally elected government. The big winner 
in this political act was the Rockefeller oi! con- 
sortium which took over control of Iranian oil and 
other raw materials from British Petroleum. The big 
loser was, of course, the masses of the Iranian 
population 

2) The shah was maintained in power primarily 
by the U.S. Government. Arms and money were sup- 
plied to oppress the underiyig Irahian population 
and to undertake wars against “recaicitrant” Middle 
- East countries (Oman). The shah and his coterie 
developed massive personal fortunes in the process

4) The shah engaged in an awesome amount of 
butchery against the Iranian workers, peasants and 
intellectuals. He developed a reputation as iran’s 
ritier 

5) It has been documented time and time again 


that US. consulates and embassies are filled with 
intelligence agents. We don't know to what extent 
this is true of the current officials in Iran, but. given 


the unstable situation in that country, we would ex 
pect the number to be nigh 

6) In the course of the American war of 
independence, English colonial officials were 


treatec in much the same way, though considerably 
more brutally, as US. officials are being treated in 


tran. As well, the evidence is that the students are 
treating the officials well 
Before reaching a conclusion, then, on which 


side to take and how to respond to developments in 
Iran, let us Consider the above points, Let us also ask 
whether it is possible that the Iranian situation may 
not be an ercuse for a whipping up of nationalist 
sentiment directed against a// non - U.S. nationals 
Could not this be part of a campaign directed 
against ‘lexican “illegals,” Asians and others? May 
it not be an attempt to divide us, to point 
enemies and, thus, protect real ones? Could it be 
that we are being prepared for war? We must con- 
sider such things 

One thing we do know: the Iranian people want 
justice, And one aspec, of that justice is the return of 
the snah to face the wrath of the peopie for whom he 
has only contempt. ts it too much to ask that he be 
returned to Iran?

The reali issue here is who 
brought him (the shah) here and 
why,” Dorman said. “The who, The 
New York Times has not flatly 
stated, were among others David 
Rockefeller and Henry Kissinger.” 
Last Friday's New York Times also 
revealed the existence of a US 
government document marked 
“Secret — Eyes Only” which was 
released by the Iranian students at 
the American embassy That 
document reveals that the US 
government had been considering 
ways to admit the shah to this 
country as long ago as July 

“| don't care what his medical 
condition is,” Dorman said. “He 
was brought here for symbolic 
reasons, not to treat his gall stones 
— for specific political reasons not 
medical ones.” 

Dorman said he did not see any 
political benefit in having the shah 
in the United States other than “to 
assuage conservative elements in 
this country” such as Barry 
Goidwater and Henry Jackso: 

“! think Professor Kando's letter 
in yesterday's Hornet (Tuesday) 
speaks ‘to this issue of what 
political benefit there was,” Dor- 
man added. “The political benefit 
in his analysis is John Waynian 
pride. What we're talking about 
here is the sun will never set on the 
American empire mentality.” 

Dorman said handing the shah 
over to Iranian authorities is out of 
the question because the 
American government would allow 
thousands of hostages to be killed 


first 

“The US. government is 
interested in national pride,” Dor- 
man added ‘it's a political year 
we've got politicians in heat if 
Carter handed the shah over to the 
Iranian people, | don't know what 
would happen. | don't even think 
he'd make it to the next election 

Dorman said holding an inter 
national tribunal to try the shah for 
crimes, similar to the Neuremberg 
trials, would be an excellent idea 


“Somehow the American 
people have to have made known 
to them what was done in ther 
name,” Dorman said. “The means 
that were used to kill Iranians dur 
ing the revolution were largely 
supplied by the United States 

Dorman suggested that anyone 
who !s interested in learning about 
what happened in Iran should read 
Michael Clare's Supplying the 
Means of Repression. which 
documents the amounts and types 
of weapons which were shipped 
from American to Iran during the 
revolution, and Kermit Roosevelt's 
Counter - Coup, which describes 
how the United States overthrew a 
popularly - elected government in 
Iran in 1953 and installed the shah 
in power. Roosevelt was the C!1A 
agent in charge of that operation 
Dorman claimed 


There's a lot of information out
